WASHINGTON, March 4-—(/)— 
The seventy-first congress passed into 
history today with the tumult and 
contention of its two years’ existence 
prevailing to the end. 

President Hoover, who took offive 
twe years ago today, came back to 


the capitol to sign the last of the 


measures to get through the filibuster- 


bound senate and the weary house. 


"le smiled broadly as the nine 
months’ congressional recess began at 
noon and seemed unperturbed that the 
senate filibuster had refused ‘to per- 
mit even the appointment of the cus- 
tomary committee to notify him for- 
mally of the adjournment. 

The $20,800,000 veterans’ hospital 


construction measure with a $5,000.- 
000 appropriation to start it was all 
the major legislation that emerged 
from the closing hours of congress. 
Mr. Hoover quickly signed it. 

In the senate, Thomas, democrat, 
Oklahoma, stubbornly held the floor 
in the last three hours of the sen- 
ate session. 

Deeds Long Done. 

The chief legislative accomplish- 
ments of the session—$65,000,000 in 
droutlt relief loans and $500,000,000 
in federal construction to aid employ- 
ment—long since had been enacted. 

Snapping off all entreaties, the tall 

klahoma senator resolutely refused 
to yield the floor te the exas ted 
senate as he sought unsuccesstu 
obtain a vote on 
dering a xenate inquiry int 
industry. 

In his hour. at the ¢apitel Prési- 
dent Hoover remained in the presi- 
dential room just off the senate cham- 
ber where his policies have met con- 
sistent opposition from a dominant 
group of republican independents and 
the democrats since the opening of 
the special session he called for tariff 
revision and farm relief at the out- 
set of his administration. 

iS was a smile of obvious relief 
that spread over the president's coun- 
tenance as well as over the faces of 
the worn senate republican leaders as 
Mr. Hoover received them. He con- 
gratulated. Senator Watson, of In- 
diana, republican chieftain. 


Farewell Ceremonies. 


Finally accepting the senate’s hos- 
pitalization bill, the house turned to 
farewell ceremonies for its almost 
three score departing republican mem- 
bers who lost in the last election. 

But there was a thought of the 
future in the closing moments as 
Speaker Longworth in response to 
a demonstration of confidence con- 
ceded that the closely divided house 
to take office in December might 
choose a democratic speaker. So close 
is the division regulting from the last 
election that Mr. Longworth said the 
choice of the. next speaker “lies with 
an all-wise Providence.”

Diversification Movement 
Taking Firm Hold, Says 
Rush Burton in State-| 
ment at Lavonia. | 


LAVONIA, Ga., March 4.—(?)— | 
One hundred and fifteen counties of | 
the 161 in Georgia have adopted mod- | 
ern farm programs, Rush Burton, edi- | 
tor ofthe Lavonia Times and public- | 
ity director of the agricultural com-| 
mittee of the Georgia Bankers’ As- 
sociation, said here Wednesday. 

Mr. Burton said Georgia farmers 
have made more progress since last 
summer in the movement to get agri- | 
culture ‘on a paying basis than the} 


bankers’ committee expected in three 
years, 

“The movement to get a well-bal- 
anced farm program in operation on 
every farm in Georgia is taking hold,” | 
Mr. Burton said. “The program sim- 
ply ig for a balancing of farm pro- | 
(luction so that fuod will be provided | 
for the farmers’ family, and his live | 
stock, with other crops to bring in the | 
revenue, 

“For example, of 35 applicants for | 
farm Joans at a bank in Lavonia, the | 
farmers’ program calls for 10 acres of | 
cotton to the plow, six fo seven acres | 
_of corn to the plow and six acres of | 
oats to the plow. All of the appli-| 
cants have farm gardens, and all raise | 
chickens and hogs and have cows, | 
largely for production of food for the 
farm home. One seven-horse farmer in | 
my. home county (Franklin) produced | 
everything he needed in the way ot | 
foodstuffs on his farm last year ex- | 
cept a few items costing less than 
£95. These store-bought items were | 
flour, honey and some lard. The lard | 
was purehased because the hogs were | 
not old enough for slaughter.” | 

Mr. Burton said the agrieultural | 
committee of the bankers’ association 
was supporting the program, in 
operation with county agricultural | 
gents, local civie leaders and with 
he farmers themselves leading in the 
movenrent. 

’. N. Harrison,

installed a system in his bank, the 
Lavonia editor said, whereby a_ bal- | 
anced farm program is discussed with | 
the county agent and the applicant 
for the loan. 

“Well-directed credit to the farm- 
er.” Burton said, “already has proved 
its value in Richmond, Colquitt, Floyd 
and a few other counties. It proved | 
itself in the $2,000,000 feed and fer- | 
tilizer loans made to Georgia 
ers by the government last year. These 
loans generally were made to farmers 
unable to get credit at the banks, and 
at the general merchandise stores. | 
More than 95 per cent of this amount | 
has been repaid because the govern- 
ment required the borrower to adopt | 
a balaneed farm program.”

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STATE COTTON MILLS 


~—JOCUT NIGHT WORK 


72 Mills Agree to Elimi- 
nate Night Employment 
of Women. 


Seventy-two Georgia cotton mills, 
representing about 80 per cent of the 
spindles fin operation in state, 
Wednesday had agreed to the elimina- 
tion of the night employment of.wom- 
en and miners under 18 years of age. 

The names of the mills were an- 
nounced by George A, Sloan, presi- 


dent of the Cotton Textile Institute, 
which recommended such a step be 
taken and followed the movement 


{through to its successful conclusion. 


There are approximately 115 cot- 
ton mills in Georgia with 3,125,000 
spindles. The Georgia Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ Association offices here 
said that -the mills which have not 
yet come into the agreement for elim- 
ination of night work for womeneand 
minors were mostly small manufac- 
turers. 

The Cotton Textile Institute, from 
its offices in New York, has previous- 
ly announced that an overwhelming 
majority, or 83 per cent, of the in- 
dustry in the United States, will con- 
form to the institute’s recommenda- 
tions for the elimination of night 
work for women and minors, 

Represents 26,000,000 Spindles, 


This majority, the institute said, 
represents 25,000,000 spindles, includ- 
ing 79 per cent of the spindleage in 
night running mills, 

The question of reform ip this par- 
ticular problem, the institute said, 
has been agitated for years within the 
industry but received its greatest im- 
petus within the last year or two. 

In the fall of 1928 an effort was 
made to amend the by-laws of the 
institute by removing the restriction 
on its taking part in legislative or 
political matters so that it could take 
the initiative in the effort to accom- 
plish this reform through legislation, 
President Stone saic, 

But, the president of the institute 
continued, the membership preferred 
to retain the prohibition on the in- 
stitute’s taking part respecting legis- 
lative matters. 

In the early part of 1930, however, 
he said, the plan for the institute to 
propose voluntary action took defi- 
vite shape following a conference 
with government officials at Wash- 
ington, 

Greater Uniformity Suggested, *% 

The ‘first outcome of the Washing- 
ton conference was the suggestion of 
leading mill executives to the dndus- 
try to establish greater uniformity in 
running time for labor and machin- 
ery and to make the night shift short- 
er than the day shift and ‘important 
progress was made in securing these 
results. 

Last summer, Mr. Stone continued, 
there developed an increased convic- 
tion that night employment of women 
and minors ought to be entirely elim- 
inated and this paved the way for the 
present development, 

The institute's recommendation pro- 
vided for the initiation of the move- 
ment upon obtaining the support of 
75 per cent of the spindles, including 
a corresponding percentage of the 
night runners.

SONIVLAW'S SLAYER 
AIS SELF-DEFENSE 


MACON, Ga., March 4.—(4)—With 
his’ wife reported “bitter against him,” 
and his daughter. a recent bride, pres- 
trated, James T. Barbee, 44-year-old 
Hawkinsville night watchman. stool 
in his cell in the Bibb county jail to- 
day and said he kifled his $on-in-law, 
Delmar Cannon, Macon youth, Tues- 
day when “he rushed toward me with 
a knife im_his hand.” : 

Several curious cell mates stood 
aronnd him as he told the story of his 
effort to “protect myself and my fami- 
ly” from Cannon’s advances. 

Not inclined to talk about the fa- 
tality at first, Barbee slowly yielded 
to questions and said he and his son- 
in-law of only a week argued over 
“nothing at all’ and the latter became 
angry. The shooting occurred at Bar- 
bee’s home in Hawkinsville. Barbee 
was brought here for safekeeping. 

The other side of the story, as re- | 
lated by his daughter, recent bride of | 
Cannon, told of Barbee’s objection to | 
their marriage on February 23, of 
their coming to Macon to live. and of 
their recent summons to Hawkinsville 
by a note which pretended the father 
was ill, 

The young Mrs. Cannon said she 
was on the porch of the Judge Mc- 
Dougall residence, next door, when her 
father fired at Cannon as he entered 
the Barbee home on an invitation to 
have lunch. Mr. McDougall is the 
brother of young Cannon’s mother, 
Mrs. Pearl Cannon, who resides in 
Macon, 


“I did object to my daughter's mar- 
riage last Christmas but I had made 
everything all right with them,” Bar- 
bee said. 

“I did not have a thing against 
Cannon. He and I were standing on 
the porch talking just like we are 
talking now when all of a sudden we 
began to argue. His idea and my 
idea differed, and soon he» got mad 
and reached for his knife. 

“I am sorry I did it, but I feel that 
I was justified, to save my own life.” 

Barbee was reluctant to tell the 
subject of the argument, but after 
persistent questioning he said it in- 
volved the date on which the marriage 
license was issued. 

“He said it was issued on February 
18, and I said: it was issued later 
than. that,” said Barbee. 

“I did not have enything against 
Cannon. I just didn’t want my 
daughter to get married at that time 
(during Christmas),” the father con- 
tinued. Sheiis his eldest daughter, 
he said, and added that recently he 
had given, his consent to the marriage 
of Cannon and his daughter. 

Barbee. admitted (he and his wife 
had written their daughter in Macon 
a letter telling ‘her he was ill and 
requesting her to visit thew, the Tele- 
graph’ report says. 

“f was ill. I1 had been suffering 
for several. days with a. wrenched 
back,” Barbee was quoted. 

Reports from Hawkinsville indicat- 
ed that the feeling there against Bar- 
bee was so high Tuesday afternoon 
that Judge Eschol Graham ordered 
the prisoner removed: to Macon for 
safekeeping.

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For Juvenile, Says S 


Los Angeles Judge, at 
Georgia Welfare Meet, 
Says Children Should Be 

-Dealt With Parentally. 


ATHENS, Ga., March 4-—Miriam 
Van Waters, judge of the Los An- 
geles juvenile court, Wednesday night 
told the Georgia conference on social 
work that existing criminal law is 
“ancient and inflexible, ill adapted: to 
treat children wisely.” 

Children brought into juvenile court, 
Judge Van Waters said, should be 
dealt with parentally, not as criminals. 

The conference opened Wednesday 
afternoon with a talk by Judge Orville 
A. Park, of Macon, on governmental 
reforms and social welfare. 

Judge Van Waters, consultant in 
juvenile delinquency to the Wicker- 
sham law enforcement commission, 
was introduced by Judge Garland 
Watkins, of Atlanta juvenile court. 

“Our criminal law,” she said, ‘“‘is 
ancient and inflexible, ill adapted to 
treat children wisely, It is very tena- 
cious. ‘Therefore, when a new juve- 
nile court is established, it is extreme- 
ly difficult to change the old methods 
even when we call the process by a 
new name, «

‘LONDON, March 4.—(#) — The} 
British house of commons wrote his- 
tory tonight in passing, almost on the 
centennial of the great reform acts 
of 1832, the alternative vote clause 
in the government’s electorial reform 
bill revising English voting methods. 

Although it was opposed by the con- 
servatives vith one of their heaviest 
votes of tLe present session, the clause 
was carried by the liberals and labor- 
ites with q vote of 277 to 25l—a 
margin of 26. Twelve labor left wing- 
ers abstained and 20 liberals were | 
absent. : 

Although widely used in Australia, 
alternative voting radically alters the | 
scheme of British elections and is re- | 
garded as the greatest change since | 
the great reform acts. It operates by | 
each voter making a first choice of | 
his ballot, and then indicating a sec- | 
ond choice. 

In a three-cornered race if the lead- 
ing candidate fails to secure a clear. 
majority over the man in second place, 
the yo « of the third candidate which | 
are specified as second choice for | 
either of the others will be counted | 
for the man indicated. This makes | 
it possible for the second high man to | 
nose out the leader on the basis of | 
second choices.

American Aristocracy, Founded on Money, 
Disintegrates When the Money Disappears, 
and the Fragments Fall With Leavening 
Influence on All Who Are Near-by. 


DEAR MISS CHATFIELD: 

Myghusband has been very unfortunate in his business 
and we have been forced to give up our home in a nice 
neighborhood and move into a section that is respectable, 


but poor and unattractive. We are faced with quite a 
problem in settling the children’s friendships with the’ 
neighbor’s children. When we lived in our own home 
we were surrounded by ple of our own class and the 
children naturally played with the children next door on 
either side of us. Here it is quite different. The neigh- 
bors are not educated and while their children will be 
graduates of the public schools the tone of the commu: 
nity is distinctly uncultural. We don’t want to instill: 
any false ideas into the children about social snobbery 
nor do we want them acquainted with any but high 
ideals. What is the best course for us to follow? 


+ ° . . 


ANSWER: ' 
In this situation lies the glory of our America. Our aristoeracy, which 
is unquestionably founded on money, disintegrates when the money disap- 


near-by. A family such as this one loses its fortune and must move out of | 
the select neighborhood where it has been housed into a neighborhood of few | 
privileges and opportunities. The whole neighborhood profits by the misfor-| 
tune that has befallen the reduced family. 


Gentility, or fine feeling, which ever you may call it, is to be 
found in the most unexpected places. A public school teacher, speak- 
ing of this fact, likened the discovery of delicacy and good taste in 
the under-privileged child to finding the fragrant arbutus blossom un- 
der the leaves, on a cold snowy day. The whole problem is solved by 
selection. No doubt the new neighborhood can furnish any sort of 
companion for your children; and with careful selection the children 
need never know that there has been a problem. 


A large number of professional men, and businessmén as well, 
come out of homes and neighborhoods that won't pass society’s mus- 
ter. Clergymen, particularly, are bred in homes of poverty and piety 
and the thing that makes them succeed, if they. do, is inherent capacity 
for “eatching on.” There may be no books in their own homes but 
once they get access to a living room or a library where there is a 
bookcase filled with romance and history and beauty they are fired 
with ambition to read the books and see what it is all about. Once 
they embark on the great adventure nothing can turn them back. 


I cannot forget the story of one town that was touched with a live ‘coal 
from an unfortunate family’s fire. Financial disaster overtook a man, as 
He was forced to move his family to a neigh- 
borhood, such as you describe. Being out of work and having a passion 
for learning and for teaching, he set about to correct the features of the 
neighborhood that made it an uncongenial neighborhood for his family. He 
did it with the aid of his library and the knowledge and culture he had gleaned 


on successful careers. He changed the whole tone of his town. 


He could have sat back and growled about the compromise of his 
social position. He could have separated his children ftom the neigh- 
bors’ children on the ground that they were not his equals. Instead he 
made them his equals and many a community has reaped the reward 
of his unselfish labor. 


Character and brains are the commodities that count and if a child has 
as blowing his nose on the ground instead of on a handkerchief, eating with 
to his capacity or his character: they are simply the result of his having 


had no opportunity. When a child forms ties with children who taboo such 
things he will soon learn to taboo them. 


Furthermore, he will teach his brothers and sisters the good man- 
ners he has learned and so on and on like the wave formed by throw- 
ing a pebble into a still and stagnant pond. 


The world agrees that we Americans are prone to stress money too much. 
But this is our saving grace. ‘The minute a man acquires money his first 


instances, he himself has been denied. ‘The poison of the money may have 


refinement that can only come with learning. 

So you see the reduced family is thinking of social advantages for 
the children in terms of education, not in terms of money. If this 
family prizes learning they will make it known and the children who 
come into the home will note the emphasis and note too the difference 
hetween the home where there are books and music and their own 
homes where there is intellectual poverty. It looks to an outsider like 
a fine opportunity to do a_ piece of missionary work for education 
and in the doing of it there is opportunity for the givers and the 


receivers.

Utilities, which theoretically have 
most to tear from legislation, cele- 
brated the adjournment of congress 
with an afternoon rally that failed to 
hold, Raiis were susceptible to bear- 
ish pressure impelled by the poor earn- 
ings statements, unsatisfactory loading 
figures and dividend cuts by Rock Is- 
Jand and Iiehigh Valley. Steels might 
have derived some cheer from the 
weekly trade reviews, which reported 
a small improvement in operations, but 
instead they acted tired. With the ex- 
ception df the brief flurry in shares of 
electric power companies the market 
as a whole was heavy and net losses 
ranged from 1 to 5 points. Sales to- 
taled 3,000,000 shares.

SALEM, Mass., March 4.—“In- 
creasing business and a rising cotton 
market indicate that prices in the 
sheeting industry, now at the lowest 
level in years, are unlikely to be main- 
tained for long,” declared Treasurer 
Ernest N. Hood, of Pequot Mills, here 
today in commenting on the fact that 
leading mills within the past few days 
had reaffirmed, for a three-month pe- 
riod, prices which have prevailed dur- 
ing ‘the past few months. 

“The outlook throughout the indus- 
try is much brighter,’ h: continued. 
“One of the largest single textile sell- 
ing organizations announces that last 
week they did the greatest volume of 
business in their history. With a 
continued advance in the cost of the 
riw material, prices on all cotton 
xvods must be increased. 

“The January white sales of sheets 
and pillow cases held by various de- 
partment stores resulted in more goods 
sold than last year, although some 
stores extended the length of time of 
the sale. . 

“All indications in this country are 
that we are rising from the depths of 
depression. This brighter outlook has 
reflected itself in large orders for raw 
cotton in all the markets of the world. 
Substantially higher prices have been 
recorded not only for American cot- 
ton but for Egyptian and Indian cot- 
ton. 

“It is impossible to believe that any 
commodity will long remain below the 
cost .of production. With the upturn 
in the price of raw material must 
come an increase in prices on all cot- 
ton goods. In fact modest increases 
have already occurred in some lines.

NEW YORK, March 4.—(NANA) 
The inflation which important bank- 
ing interests said would follow the 
release of hundreds of millions of 
dollars through the increased loans on 
veterans’ certificates has started.

NEW YORK, March’ 2h Tce 
new Albert Einstein—an American- 
ized. Herr Professor for whom the 
boom of flashlights has lost. its. terror 
—sailed home to Germany tonight. 

Wearing the same round hat, black 
coat and sagging suit, the. relativity 
wizard, fresh from a stay in Califor- 
nia, said goodbye with a suave smile 
after playing alittle trick on report- 
ers to show he was master of the sit-, 
uation. 

On their arrival from the west, Pro- 
fessor and Mrs. Einstein were greeted 
by the usual crowd of reporters and 
photographers, whose presence had 
struck such dismay into the flustered 
German seientist when he stopped 
here en route to the coast. 

Waving his hand airily, Einstein 
consented to pose for a picture. 

“Aber only one,” he cried with a 
smile, 

There was an explosion of flash- 
light powder and when the cloud of 
smoke had cleared the Einsteins were 
gone. They were in a taxicab rac- 
ing to the liner Deutschland’s pier, 

That was early this morning. A 


few moments later Einstein was break- 


fasting with Dr. George W. Crile, 
Cleveland surgeon, and voicing praise 
for the cell research of his guest. 

Dr. Crile -explained in detail bis 
auto-synthetie cell project, telling of 
his process of reforming and giving 
cell characteristics to dried calves’ 
brains which had been broken down 
into fats, proteins and ash. 

“The conclusions of Dr. Crile will 
be vindicated scientifically,” said Ein- 
stein. “He has gone a tremendous 
re forward in making inomynate ma- 
terial life.” 

The German savant said, however, 
he believes the cell is not the small- 
est unit of life and that something 
better would have to be worked out 
in the problem of creating life. 

It was a crowded day. Dr. Ejin- 
stein “heard Professor Paul Lorenz, 
of New York, explain a theory of 
“fourth dimensional” musie, received a 
delegation of pacifists and attended 
a $1,000-a-plate dinner in behalf of 
the American Palestine campaight. 

Einstein showed nine violins, pre 
sented to him by admirers; several 
wreces of petrified trees, which he 
ound in California, and a woven 
Mexican basket.
